Qn the Lower Fraser; ‘as much as 12} 
cents per acre was offered, and three leases 
were granted om those terms; sd far as 
thagypartof the question went, it was the 
intention of the Government to grant leases; 
the Government, by theActs of 1865 aud 1870, 
had power to meet such special, cases., In 
regard to the Jatter part of the question, he 
would say—certainly not—as the present sys- 
tem was muck more liberal in its provisions 
than the law of New South Wales referred to, 
and which he had in his hands. He saw no 
such provisions in the laws of that Colony, 
ag mentioned by the member for Lillooet. It 
was there, left to the Goverzor in Oouncil, 
the extent of the lands leased—in fact there 
was no such thing asa pre-emption law in 
that Colony, and the settlers in this Colony 
were much better off, in regard to these mat- 
ters, than they were in New South Wales. 

Mr. Humphreys knew personally. of o Mr. 
Ritchie, of Canoe Creek, and others, who ap- 
plied for leases of grazing lands, and he was 
infermed they were refused. . He referred to 
a report ofa Committee on {mmigration, from 
which he had bad information. He wus glad 
to hear the Chief Commissioner state the ap- 
plications were granted 

The, Chief Commissioner supported his 
atatemente by ‘reading ‘the copy of a letter 
addressed to the Magistrate of the district, 
Mr, Saunders, relative to the subject. He 
hoped the House would substantiate his 
emarks, 

Mr. Humphreys was sure that both the 
Chief Commissioner and himself were right 
He (Mr. H,) had seen a letter stating that a 
refusal was made, but the Chief Commission- 
er had the advantage in having a copy of the 
letter to the Magistrate. It would be advi- 
sablo that the people should know something 
of the matter; they certainly asked him to 
do something towards it. 

PENSIONS TO GOVERNMENT OFFICERS, 

Mr. Humphreys movel to ask:— 

‘* Whether it is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to recommend or allow pensions or 
compensation to subordinate officers, aud, if 
so, whether such compensation or pension 
will be. proportioned to their length of 
service.” : 

He had no personal feeling in the matter. 
He Jooked on the system of pensiouing as a 
bud principle; but if pensions ace allowed 
to any, they ought to be allowed to ull officers 
of the Gevernment; he weuld be glad to 
henr that all would be equally dealt with 
He did not expect the quesiion would, be an- 
swered, but it would be well. for the people 
to know what to expect und provide for 
after Confederation. If he had an opportu 
uity to vote on the qu Stion, he would vote 
against it; ifthe salaries were inadequate and 
officers would lose their positions, he would 
support the scheme; but he knew officials 
who came to.to this Colony without anything, 
who commenced as Constables und were now 
worth $50,000, and were able to give Cham 
pague suppers. 

The Hon. the Speaker was unable to an- 
swer the question, not kuowing anything 
aboutit. He believe those officers whose 
pos ticns would be affected by political chan- 
ges, would be petsioned; he knew uothing 
further. 

Mr. Humphreys moved ‘the following ;— 

«To ask the Colonial Secretary for the par- 
ticulars aud information with reference to the 
alleged undue punishment of the nine sailors 
of tae Golden Age, who are at present in the 
jail at New Westminster.” 

On his way down the country, the matter 
was brought to his-uotice. He looked onthe 
punishment inflicted on those men—the 
chaingang—-ns cruel in the extreme for the 
crime committed,—viz: refusing to do duty 
—it was unknown inany othet country, and 
he instanced cases to back his assertion. He 
thought, any way, a Committee ought to be 
appointed to enquire into the matter. 

The Speaker suid all he knew about the 
matter was, that- which appeared in the books 
—that nine sailors of the,‘‘Golden-Age’’ were 
committed for.twelve weeks for refusing to 
do their duty—a very: bad crime. He re- 
commeuded that an address-be sent to the 
Governor on the subject. 


CHEMISTS AND DRUGGISTS BILL. 


Mr, -Alston asked leave to postpone’ the 
introduction of his Bill—to enable Chemists 
and Druggists to practise medicine and sur- 
gery—it wes in fact a corollary to the Barris- 
ters’ and Attorneys’ Bill, introduced by the 
hon. Dr. Helmcken. and he wished it postpo- 
ned antil thet Bill came up again. 

Dr. Helmcken—Read the Bill. (Laughter). 

Dr. Carrall suggested that it be postponed 
until the mover be himself sick. 

FiREMENS’ AID, 


Mr. Nathan moved that the petition of the 
Mayor and Council of Victoria be brought up. 

He would not urge the first part of the re- 
solution he had given notice of, having in 
view to raise the fire rate on property insured 
from one-eighth of one per cent. tq one-sixth’ 
of one per cent.! but he would urge the latter 
part of the resolution—to levy a tax of $300 
on Insurance Companies doing business in 
the city. 

Dr. Helmcken seconded. 

Mr. Nathan then moved that the,Governor 
be requested to send down a Bill to amend 
the ‘Fire Companies Aid Ordinance, 1869,”’ 
—to levy an annuaLtax of $300 on each of 
the Fire Insurance Companies doing business 
in the city. 

Mr, Alston feared the Insurance Compa- 
nies would raise the rates of Insurance in pro- 
portion: He would like to know. 

Mr. Nathan knew that in the case of two of 
the Companies, they would think the sum 
suggested was too small to affect them. 

Mr. Alston wisbed thatan amendment ne 
cessary for the purpose be named—$300. He 
moved accordingly. 

Mr. Nathan replied that $250 each, would 
be enough, provided the six existing Compa- 
nies remain in business in the city. 

The amendment of Mr, Alston was carried. 

IRRIGATION OF LaNDs, &c. 

Mr. Humphreys moyed to ask the Hon. 
Chief Commissioner -‘'Whether “the Gov- 
ernment is disposed to favor a money as- 
sistaneé to) parties who will undertake and 
guarantee the completion of extensive ditches 
or canal cottings, for irrigating, farm lends. 
Also, for information in regard of the claim- 
ants and ownership to the surveyed I:nl in 
the township of Clinton, in the District of 
Lillooet.”’ , 

He did so.at the instance of several of his 
constituents. Large extents ef land in. his 


r ou purporess if the govern tw 
prepared i bosist them. ln regard)to! the 
second part of his question, he wished to as- 
certain if Jote were to be had for'parchase, 
and to whom application should be made. 
One person up there, seemed to lay claim to 
the whole of the land in question. i 

Hon. Mr. Trutch was not in a position to 
state whether or not a proposition of the kind 
would be favorably entertained by the gov- 
ernmeft, were such an one made, As toltbe 
second part of the question—the lands were 
a long time in dispate—since 62. Last year 
hé was authorized to settle the matter. He 
did so, and now there was a Crown Grant be- 
fore the Governor, which would convey a por- 
tion of the lands to the present claimants, the 
two Watsons. The remainder of the land 
would be in the hands’ of the Government, 
which would offer them for sale of applica- 
tion, The Magistrate of the District was 
aware of the position of the case. Those de- 
sirous to purchase and build on the lots would 
have an opportunity to give as much or as 
little aa they chose. 

Mr, Humphreys wished to know when it 
would be likely the opportanity would-pre- 
sent itself, and was i ed by Hon. Mr, 
Truteh—that ip summer, sometime he sup- 
posed, ; 

MESSAGE ON THE ADDRESS. ¥s 

The Speaker read to the House a Message 
from the Governor, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of tlie Address to the Queen 
for Confederation ; that he had telegraph 
the result to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and would transmit a copy to the 
Government.of Canada’ His Excellency con- 
gratlated the House in the unanimity which 
was obtained in the Council on the passing 
of the Address. 

DYKING THE DELTA OF THE FRASER, 


Mr. Humphreys moved to ask leave that 
‘tA Committee be appointed to consider the 
expediency of submitting a scheme to dyke 
and make available for agricultural purposes 
the Delta of the Fraser.”’ 

He did not claim credit:as the originator of 
the subject, but it should have been done 
long ago. Jf the works were undertaken it 
would redouned greatly to the advantage of 
the Golony. Hud it Leen done; we should 
now see five or six ships a year entering the 
Fraser in quest of wheat and grain, as in San 
Francisco now. “He admitted big motion was 
morc in thenatureofasuggestion than anything 
else—which, if carried ont, the lands would 
not lie long idle before being taken up. Une 
thousand men would be there to-day. 

Mr. DeCosmos looked on the motion as one 
in the right direction. The Valley of the 
Fraser was destined to become one of the 
best agricultural sections of the Colony. Pos, 
sibly the suggestion would answer the pur- 
pose . After Vovfederation, in the next Coun- 
cil, it might be turned to practical account. 
If the land belonged tu the government, it 
might gite more assistance for such works, 
and charge a larger price than for urdiaary 
lands, 

Mr. Alston would support a matter of such 
importance. 1t would open upa district some 
ten milgs in extent. The government might 
take th¢ matter in hand, or private companies 
coulddéal with the matter. He would suggest 
provisions ina dyke law similar to those in 
the fence law, in order to carry out the object. 

Mr. Nelsou said the question was of interest 
to those farmers already settled on the Fraser, 
and they should be consulted before anything 
be done in the matter, Had the matter 
been attended to some time ago, it would 
probably have paid the government or joint 
stock companies, but in view of the lurge 
number of settlers already there, he would 
like to know their wishes on the subject. He 
gaw no objection toa committee being ap- 
pointed in connection with the motion—oue of 
its duties béiag to find vut tbe feeling of the 
people in the district. 
| Dr. Helmeken did not see the usé¢ at the 
present time, Everyone agrees that if the 
swamps were dyked » Jarg- quantity ot land 
would be recovered ; but if.the railway came 
down that way all those lands would fall into 
its hands.

during the present trouble has a crowd been 
seen, bringing so vivid:y to mind the hor- 
rurs of the old French fevolation, ‘They oc- 
cupied the place over an hour, without any 
opposition, shocting and yelling, Jn themean- 
time, a smull guard-of Mobiles and Bretons 
were draws up ia front of the Hotel de Ville, 
who stood their ground, avoiding .any col- 
lision with the mob, by all means in their 
power, until 1 o’clock. The adjutant in com- 
mand, advanced in tront of the men, on ac- 
count of tle threatening demonstration by 
the crowd, and was fired upon and ‘severely 
wonnded. The Mobiles immediately fired on 
the crowd, creating terrible havoc. As the 
crowd fled, fifty of. their number. were left on 
the ground, It was afterwards ascertained 
that only five of their number were killed and 
eighteen wounded. At the same moment the 
Mobiles, fired, a numbet of muskets were dis- 
ch irges from the windows of the house, on 
euch side of the place dccupied by the ric ters. 
Three or four Mobiles fell trom the fire, which 
was badly directed. The ol casements above 
the statue cf Henry Quatre were completely 
riddled with vuits. Aner several rounds 
were fired, tho Mobiles withdrew from the 
buildiugs, anda large force of National Guards 
came, with Gen. Vinoy at their bead. As 
they approached, the rioters left the houses 
and fled; the Mobiles allowing them to, escape 
witboot shooting or ertesting them.
